The  first  basketball  team  at  G.H.S.  was  organized  fifty  years  ago  this  year.  The  players 
wore  uniforms  made  by  their  mothers,  although  they  purchased  warmup  sweaters  from  a  firm  in 
New  Hampshire.  The  six  sweaters,  with  GHS  on  the  front,  cost  a  total  of  twenty-eight  dollars.  The 
learn  practiced  and  played  its  games  in  the  old  Phelps  Opera  House,  on  the  site  of  the  present 
Silver  Theatre.  There  was  no  coach,  not  even  a  rule  book,  and  the  boys  practiced  with  a  football 
until  their  basketball  arrived.  The  charge  was  one  dollar  per  night  for  practice,  while  a  fee  of 
fifteen  dollars  was  charged  for  the  hall  on  game  nights.  Eligibility  rules  were  different,  too.  One 
member  of  the  team  graduated  in  June  of  1908  but  took  a  post-graduate  course  the  next  year 
and  was  able  to  play.  The  HI  LIFE  of  1959  saluted  the  basketball  team  of  1909,  the  first  one  at 
our  school,  G.H.S.
